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Chase Avoids 
Arrest; Said 
‘Lying Low’ 


Homer Chase, Georgia’s No. 1 
Communist, remained in hiding 


Sunday apparently to avoid ar- 


rest as a menace to society. 
Carroll County Sheriff Denver 
Gaston, ordered by a judge to 
pick up the State party chairman 
“forthwith,” said he believed 
Chase is lying low “until he can 
catch up on his legal work.” 
Superior Judge Samuel Boykin 
Saturday ordered revocation of 
Chase’s $1,000 bond on an appeal 
of his 20-day contempt of court 
conviction and cited him for a 
second contempt when he failed 
to appear. At the same time, he 
revoked the bond of Jim Kamm, 
of Columbus, who was convicted 
with Chase. . 

The Sheriff. said the precedent 
for lifting the bonds came from 
rearrest of longshoreman union 
boss Harry Bridges on the West 
Coast and of the 11 convicted 
Communist in New York. 
Gaston, who spent most of Sat- 
urday watching Chase’s home in 
Atlanta, said he believes the fugi- 
tive is consulting with lawyers “to 
find out about a legal point” be- 
fore submitting to arrest. 

Chase was first cited for con- 

tempt because of his part in cir- 
culating a pamphlet which at- 
tacked Judge Boykin and mem- 
bers of the court which convicted 
a Negro for murder here last 
Winter. 
When Chase visited Carrollton 
Thursday to file his appeal three 
men beat him about the face on 
a downtown street after he al- 
legedly cursed one of them. Boy- 
kin said he will get protection on 
his next visit. 

According to Sol. Gen. Wright 
Lipford, the State sought to re- 
voke the appeal bonds on grounds 
that “since Chase and Kamm are 
members of the Communist Party 
of Georgia and we are at war 
with Communists in Korea . . 
these men should not be allowed 
to go free.”

Now Let’s Equalize 
The Tax Burden 


Georgia’s more populous counties won't 
mind being shunted to the bottom of the 
list for secondary road funds while the 
Highway Department, acting under the 
Gholston-Talmadge Law, devotes first at- 
tention to the needs of those counties with 
the least paved road mileage. 

All of us take satisfaction in the fact 
that, after many years, a long-range high- 
way program has been authorized. Here- 
after, 90 per cent of secondary road funds 
will be allocated according to the formula 
established in the law. The biggest share 
of the road money will go where it is 
needed most. 

As we see it, there is only one defect. 
It is that the smaller counties, almost with- 
out exception, are those which have lagged 
in revising tax assessments in accordance 
with a fair approximation of property 
values. In many counties land that would 
sell readily for $40 to $60 an acre is on 
the tax books at $1. Neither is there any 
semblance of equal assessments from one 
county to another. 

To be brutal about it, too many Geor- 
gia counties are taking a free tax ride at 
the expense of the rest of the State. 
County officials stay in office by promis- 
ing to keep taxes in their county low and 
getting more and more State funds to 
maintain county services. The populous 
counties pay far more than their proper 
share of the taxes and in so doing are 
supporting counties which refuse to pay 
anything like a just portion. 

Now that the State is showing its good 
faith in distributing road funds on a basts 
of need, why can’t we have a revival of 
morality in government in which people 
in all sections of the State would pay on 
an equal basis? Taxes are no more an 
obligation of one county than another. 
Statewide recognition of that fact would 
be refreshing.

A Few Food Facts 


For the Hoarders 


The food hoarder is going to look—and 
feel—foolish when he (or she) sees the 
bumper crops that go into bulging storage 
bins this Fall. 

There will be a _ larger-than-normal 
harvest of nearly all food crops. Farm 
production in general will run to 24 per 
cent above the average and will almost 
reach levels attained during the war. The 
only reductions are those which were 
planned in order to prevent overproduc- 
tion, as in cotton and corn. In these erops, 
however, there is an abundant carryover 
from last year and previous years. 

Department of Agriculture officials 
think there is so much food in sight prices 
possibly may drop a bit. 

Sugar was facing possibility of a 
glutted market when the Korean cam- 
paign came. Production of cane sugar 
this year will run nearly 1,000,000 tons 
above last year and 1,662,000 tons greater 
than the average for the last 10 years. 

Potatoes still are giving the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture trouble—not because 
of scarcity but because they’re so plenti- 
ful support payments still are costing 


too much. 

Livestock feed is in good supply. Even 
with limited acreage, there will be more 
than 3,000,000,000 bushels of corn pro- 
duced, enough to assure ample feed for 
animals. The wheat harvest will run to 
nearly 1,000,000 bushels, far more than 
normal consumption needs. 

The harvest of soybeans, used in soa 
and oils, is expected to hit a record high. 

It would be well for hoarders and pro- 
spective hoarders to look at the facts be- 
fore continuing their panic buying.

Truman Makes 
A Clever Move 


WASHINGTON—Whether by design or not, 

a bit of smart politics is involved in the ap- 

pointment President Truman has just given 

Mayor O’Dwyer, of New York, as ambassador to Mexico. The 
Democrats are scheduled to cash in on the deal to the tune of 
electing the next governor of the Empire State and re-electing 
Sen. Herbert Lehman, who is up for a full six-year term this Fall. 


The effect of the appointment will be to force a mayoralty 
election in New York City this year, which means that a full 
turnout of votes in the Democratic stronghold may be expected. 
That would be definitely. to the advantage of the Democratic 
ticket. It was a mayoralty election in 1949, for example, which 
brought out a big vote in the metropolitan area and made it easy 
for Senator Lehman, running for an unexpired term, to defeat his 
Republican opponent, former Sen. John Foster Dulles. : 


Since neither President Truman nor Mayor 
Not Amateurs O’Dwyer are political amateurs, it may be 
assumed that they worked the ambassadorship out with this end 
in view. Because of illness the mayor has found the burdens of 
running the most important city of the country too arduous and 
was agreeable to taking a less exacting post in the pleasant sur- 
roundings of Mexico City, where he is on friendly terms with 
Mexican Government heads. 

The political stakes in New York State run high this year 
because of the governorship contest. Democrats are more hopeful 
of recapturing control at Albany, the state capital, than at any 
time since Gov. Thomas E. Dewey was first elected in 1942. 
Dewey, of course, has announced that he will not be a candidate 
for another term, which tends to make Democratic prospects all 
the more inviting. 

For another thing, the Republicans seem to be all set to give 
the gubernatorial nomination to .Lieut. Governor Joe Hanley, a 
70-year veteran who is believed to be none too popular as a vote- 
getter. Even before Mayor O’Dwyer’s appointment was an- 
nounced, New York Democrats were confident of regaining the 
governorship, regarding Hanley as an easy opponent to defeat. 
But now that a mayoralty election is in the cards for New York 
City, long one of the chief Democratic strongholds of the country, 
they look on the contest as a cinch. 

As a result, a mad scramble is expected to develop over the 
party nomination. Before Governor Dewey made his final an- 
nouncement about retiring party leaders appeared to be leaning 
toward young Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., now a member of Con- 
gress from one of the New York City districts. He was believed 
to offer the best. bet for defeating Dewey. But the Dewey refusal 
to run, plus the O’Dwyer appointment, has thrown the field wide 
open with a half-dozen or more actively in the race. 

Empire State Democratic leaders now feel that they. can win 
with any representative candidate. For this reason young Roose- 
velt’s chances at the nomination may not be as good as they 
appeared to be a few months back. Some of his supporters be- 
lieve that he should wait ‘a few years longer before projecting 
himself for the governorship. Now in his mid-thirties, he could 
afford to spend a few more years in the House gaining political 
maturity.

Month of Decision not be made until the first week in 


September, when both Republicans and Democrats hold their nomi- 
nating conventions. New York is one of the few states in the 
country which do not have the direct primary system for top offices. 

In the meantime, there is évidence of renewed pressure being 
brought on Governor Dewey to change his mind about running 
again. Without him as a candidate, the Republicans are none. too 
optimistic about winning in November. Dewey, however, appears 
to have given his final decision. After two defeats for the presi- 
dency as the Republican nominee, he seems determined to retire 
from active participation in politics, and so the gubernatorial 
nomination will likely go to Lieutenant Governor Hanley by default.

One of the most interesting proposed solu- 
tions for what might be called our “hole-in-the- 
ground” problem comes from Jerry Finkelstein, 
chairman of New York City’s Planning Commis- 
sion. Simple and encouraging, it also is instruc- 
tive as to the scope of the over-all national 
problem and the means of financing it. 

He recommends combination underground 
parking garages and bomb shelters constructed 
under public parks to take care of workers in 
the congested, downtown and industrial areas 
of our large cities. This would, at one and the 
same time, meet the normal peacetime automo- 
bile parking problem, which is becoming acute, 


remain at their jobs “through thick and thin,” or 
12,500,000. Since some live in the outskirts, he 
puts the total for which emergency bomb pro- 
tection is needed at 10,000,000, 


At the estimated cost of the Boston 
“pilot” project, he figures that about $150 
would be required for each person, or $1,500,- 
000,000 to cover everything. He suggests that 
$2,000,000,000 should be the figure for such 
combination bomb-shelter-public-garage pro- 
tection. 


To finance this national project, he recom- 
mends Federal grants and loans—on the basis 
of 1 to 3, or $25 in grants for $75 in loans, the 
latter to be repaid from revenues from garage 
services. For individual owners of ‘buildings who 
want shelters under their buildings, he would 
provide 90 per cent recovery to them of the cost 
of approved shelters, and specifies an arbitrary 
lump sum of $100,000,000 for such shelters. 

This gives an idea of what. we are up against, 
and what we are in for next.

Is O'Dwyer Running Away? 


BOSTON—On August 15 announcement was made that William O’Dwyer, the 
mayor of New York, the biggest city in the world, would quit the job and the 
moral responsibilities which he besought from the people only last Fall. He is 


going to Mexico City as ambassador. 


The same day, several papers published 


desperate speculations on the probable effect of the H-bomb on New York. This 

; % one would, in general terms, obliterate man and his works in a radius ranging 
from Newark to Stamford, population around ten million. A few days earlier, whole pages of 
the metropolitan papers were given over to contemplation of the atomic bomb and the potential 


massacre of people. 


The conclusion was that just one atomic bomb would cause the worst holo- 


caust in human experience, with buildings toppled and burned, incalculable numbers of O’Dwyer’s 
political pastorate reduced to ashes or worse in a few seconds, and streets choked with the sucked- 


out walls of skyscrapers and dwelling houses, 

O’Dwyer, an immigrant who tended bar, be- 
-@ame a cop and a judge and later a district at- 
torney, finally achieved the rank of brigadier 
general in the American Army during the Sec- 
ond World War. Rank was inflated and 
cheapened like everything else good that the 
defiling hands of the spoilers touched. Fine 
soldiers who had earned their stars by years of 
patriotic service and the highest devotion to 
honor were reduced to a common level with 
sedentary sojourners in uniform in safe areas. 
When it was over and the Communist proteges 
of the New Deal set up their seditious clamor 
against “the brass” it was difficult to discrimi- 
nate between the political generals and the heroic 
young Ted Roosevelts. The honor and prestige 
of great and selfless patriots were discredited 
in the public mind. 


On the same day that O’Dwyer's decision 
was announced, the following news item ap- 
peared in the New York press: “The city 
must be ready te care for 150,000 additional 
hospital cases immediately after an atomic 
bombing attack, Hospitals Commissioner 
Mareus D. Kogel warned yesterday.”

warmer clime of Mexico City.” 

Millions of other New Yorkers doubtless envy 
O'Dwyer, but proposals to disperse the popula- 
tion by sending people back where they came 
from or just arranging to get as many as pos- 
sible out of town have not gone beyond the stage 
of desires. Dispersal is unquestionably the most 
important life-saving proposal, but the only 
actual dispersal thus far accomplished has been 
that of a microscopic few fortunate individuals 
Who could pick up and go—to Mexico City, for 
example. 7 

Governor Dewey was first to measure the 
apathy, apathy of bewilderment and noncom- 
prehension, among the people of O’Dwyer’s city 
as the Korean war warmed up. Although the 
city is O’Dwyer’s immediate responsibility and 
enly a portion of Dewey’s whole responsibility, 
Dewey instantly appraised the terrible poten- 
tialities and cried out in warning.

After the first one, 
lessons learned from the bomb’s actual action 
in the peculiar properties of a vast city of high 
and low buildings and varied construction might 
be helpful. 


The New York Times said editorially: “He 
(O’Dwyer) has done many good things for the 
City of New York. ... His concern for his health, 
which, although good recently, is certainly a 
major factor in his decision, will be understood 
by those who are familiar with the exhausting 
and nerve-wracking job...” 


The streets of New York under O'Dwyer 
are a disgraceful and demoralizing menace 
to the civic confidence and self-respect of 
the millions who will not be able te accom- 
pany him te a more hygienic clime. They 
are filthy beyond belief, and especially on 
the parade streets this dejected condition has 
the psychological effect of undermining 
popular confidence in the power of the city 
government to perform even its routine 
peacetime housekeeping. 


At The Times notes, O’Dwyer’s health is 
“good.” Nevertheless, he put himself away in a 
suite, not a single room or a cot in a corridor, 
at crowded Bellevue Hospital a few months ago, 
for a rest from his occasional labors, which have 
been largely political.

He is far healthier than 
millions who will stay right where they are.

The Problem 
Of Which To Do 


CLEVELAND, Ga.—yYou recall the story of 
the farmer and the thermos bottle? He was 
told the bottle would keep coffee hot for 24 


, se , ge g j 
hours and lemonade cold for 24 hours and he asked, “How does 
it know which to do?” That is what the radio people would call 
a “very good question.” 
The question is equally sound if put like this: “How can a 


farmer tell which to do?” Especially in the field of livestock 
raising on year-round pastures. There are so many grasses and 
clovers and so many of them are good it is hard for the farmer 
to know which will do which most effectively. 


Many Choices If the farmer is a cotton-and-corn farmer, 

the choices are easily made. He can devote 
his uplands to cotton, small grain and lespedeza rotations (one- 
third of his land to cotton each year), plant on the contour, select 
the variety of seed used in his community and do a good cultivat- 
ing job. He can plant crotalaria in corn or rotate it with manga- 
nese clover or alternate corn with lespedeza or some other legume. 
There are many choices. 

It is easy for the seed-farmer to make selections and stick 
to them. Dixie crimson clover or fescue grass or grain sorghum 
or lespedezas can be grown and harvested. And many others. 

But the livestock and grass farmer must have grasses cover- 
ing his land and feeding his animals all through the year, hot 
or cold days, wet or dry. A Winter grass must provide feed in 
Winter but it must be able to remain alive through the hot 
weather. The hot weather pasture plants must be able to survive 
the cold Winters. If the farmer includes seed-growing with his 
livestock operation, he must know the habits of the grasses, when 
they will ripen. which grasses will provide feed while the other 


is making seed. . 


. The professional advisers are divided in 
Expe rts Differ their opinions. The Soil Conservation 
Service emphasizes Ky. 31 fescue grass and ladino clover for a 
considerable part of year-round grazing. Extension Service is 
now recommending serica lespedeza and hard-seeded crimson 
clover.

‘I deal’ Parent:

It is interesting to see what 
aspects of the bringing up of a 
child first enter a child’s mind 
when he is asked to give his 
opinion. Here, for instance, is 
the reaction of one boy to the 
teacher’s request for a paper on 
the perfect parent. 

“A perfect, or near-perfect 
parent, is, while not too com- 
mon, certainly no rarity. The 
only trouble is that most chil- 
dren with near-perfect parents 
are slow to realize that perfec- 
tion. Because of this, many par- 
ents are taken advantage of, 
since they seem to their chil- 
dren to be too lax in some 
things and too strict in others. 

“The perfect parent is one 
who can look at his child’s 
problems objectively. He must 
be able to make, and firmly 
support, basic decisions con- 
cerning how he should bring 
up his child. These decisions, 
however, must not be too set, 
but on the other hand must 
merely make a firm foundation 
for future regulations. 

“A parent should be gener- 
ous but not too extravagant. He 
should give the child an al- 
lowance, the amount depending 
upon what the family can af- 
ford. But no matter how much, 
it should. be given with the un- 
derstanding that it is to pay for 
certain things which the child 
might want or need. The child 
should be required to stay 
within his allowance for things 
that it is given for. 

“To sum it all up, life is a 
game of give and take, and in 
the case of raising children the 
perfect parent knows when and 
what to give, and when and 
what to take.”
